refined m ateralism and moral decay 
within."

Cyclam en bloom 
freely in this location and Paper 
White narcissi do much better than 
in a sunnier window where the tem ­ 
perature range is much greater. 
Begonias, which may be injured by 
too much sun, do well. It is an ideal 
spot for African violets, Amaryllis, 
calla lilies and all the hardy bulbs 
will thrive, and, of course, the foliage 
plants and florists’ green plants. 
An arrangement by which a shade 
or curtain can be lowered between 
the plants and the glass on sub-zero 
nights will protect from injurious 
drafts, provided the window is ot 
the double-pane type or has a 
tightly fitted storm sash.

may save your plants. Trays or 
saucers in which two inches of coarse 
sand can be placed should be pro­ 
vided.

Variety Of Privet 


The California privet (Ugastrum 
ovalifolium) is not nearly so win­ 
ter-hardy 
as 
the 
Amur 
privet 
(Ligustrum amurense*, which can 
stand temperatures down to 35 de­ 
grees below zero. It needs frequent 
pruning where a dense effect is de­ 
sired and a height of less than 
fifteen feet must be maintained. If 
not cropped too severely, it bears 
small lilac-like white flowers in 
mid-June and these are followed by 
small black berries in September 
and October. 
Another splendid variety is the 
regel privet <L. obtasifolium re- 
geUhnumi. This also has white 
flowers in June and blue to blue­ 
black berries ui the fall. Sometimes 
It is referred to as border privet be­ 
cause its average height is between 
four and five feet, though it may 
range as high as lime feet. Its hori­ 
zontal branching habit gives it a 
widely different appearance from 
that of the other two. Like the 
Amur privet, it stands up well in

H ad High Principles 
• Here, in fact, was the whole pith 
and substance of Lincoln's political 
philosophy Here. in his deep rev­ 
erence for the bights of man as pro­ 
claimed in our American charter 
of freedom, is to be found the ex­ 
planation of most of his political 
Actions. I have never had a feeling 
politically.’ he said. ‘which did not 
spring I rom the sentiments em­ 
bodied in the Declamation of Inde­ 
pendence’ It was these principles. 
Lincoln believed, that 
would lift 
artificial weights from men's should­ 
ers. clear tile paths of laudable pur­ 
suit for all. and afford everyone an 
unfettered Mart and a fad chance 
m the race of life. 
When we realize that lincoln saw 
the dissolution of the Union as a 
threat 
to 
democratic 
aspirations 
throughout tile world, his words at 
Gettysburg become more meaning­ 
ful. 
Chancellorsvtlle, 
Antietam. 
Chickamauga and Gettysburg were 
deciding more than the fate of these 
United States Americans were dy­ 
ing for the new. revolutionary idea 
of the free man. even as they had 
died at Bunker H ill and Yorktown. • 
They were dying to save the hope of 
all people every where. . 
■ So when Lincoln was anteed to 
i peak at the dedication of this 
cemetery, he welcomed the chance 
to tell the people what those three 
days of bloody battle meant and to 
explain what those men died for, 
a* he saw It. 
Becall* lferolr Dead 
’ His thoughts went 
back four 
score and seven years to the revolu­ 
tionary founding of this nation, con­ 
ceived rn liberty and dedicated to 
the proposition that all men are 
created equal. Then his mind came 
back to the war being fought to 
determine whether that nation, or 
any nation conceived rn revolution 
and dedkV.cd I» such radical prin­ 
ciple*. could long endure—whether 
the people wfrr capable of shaping 
their own destiny He thought of the 
heroic dead, and of what the living 
owed them for their sacrifice. Mere 
words could not express it. The 
world, he thought, would little note 
nor long remember, what was said 
'hat day. Then he looked ahead— 
not merely to the tomorrow, but into 
the, tar distant future, as he mid: 
It is for us, the living, rallier to be 
lure dedicated to the great task re­ 
maining before us . . . that these 
dead shall not have died in vain ’ 
"The a ar ended. The nation, re­ 
united once again offered hope for 
liberal yearnings everywhere

spired by the example of America, 
democracy made striking headway 
throughout the world, even among 
the so-called backward peoples of 
the earth.
